Seek Government 
Land. 
Seven of 
those 
who 
purchased 
chances to draw lots at the opening 
of the town of Morrison, Oklahoma, 
have received transportation to go 
there. The drawing, or assigning of 
lots, will occur on the 18 th of this 
month and those who will go from 
here will start on the 14th or 15th. 
Quite a number will m ake this trip 
the occasion of a visit to the adjoin­ 
ing ranches and farm lands with a 
view of purchasing homes. 
Others 
will visit an Indian reservation near 
Fort Sill and Lawton in Comanche 
county, which will be opened for set­ 
tlem ent some time this month. 


In these tracts are 48 0,000 acres, 
and deducting the quarter sections 
allotted to the Indians and leased to 
cattlemen .there are available about 
two thousand five hundred quarter 
sections for sale to those who will 
purchase the land. 
The method of obtaining this land 
will be different from that used in 
disposing of the Indian reservation 
in Dakota a few years ago. There 
will be no lottery about it. Persons 
seeking land can examine it and se­ 
lect a tract to suit him. 
After he 
makes the selection he makes a bid, 
sealed, of what he thinks the tract 
is worth. At the time these bids are 
opened the land is given to the high­ 
est bidder, after which he must com­ 
ply with the conditions of the home­ 
stead laws as to residence. One-fifth 
of the price bid must accompany the 
bid. the balance to be paid in four 
equal annual installments. No bid 
for less than five dollars an acre will 
be considered. 
A late map shows that there are 
now three railroads passing through 
these lands and the country is ex­ 
ceptionally well watered.

The North American Review ac­ 
cepts a eulogy of William R. Hearst 
by Arthur Brisbane, Mr. Hearst’s edi­ 
tor, but George Harvey, editor of the 
Rev iew, qualifies the event in this 
way : 
44 ‘Mr. Hearst is intensely practi­ 
cal.' Indeed, yes. He rails at trusts, 
and tries to build one; he 
denounces 
political corruption, while squander­ 
ing money for delegates; he objects 
to bossism, yet aspires to autocracy; 
he beseeches favors from a great po­ 
litical body, and then betrays it; he 
shamelessly trades with the very men 
whom he has denounced as political 
and personal criminals; he abrupt­ 
ly ceases to attack one whom he 
has 
branded a scoundrel in the hope of 
Winning that one's evil influence to 
gratify his own ambition; he profes- 
ees with his lips individualism and 
Americanism, while in his newspa­ 
pers he preaches confusion and com­ 
munism. 
“Such a condition surely would jus 
tify a severe arraignment of any of­ 
fender, but for reasons frankly noted 
we feel no call to indulge in harsh 
treatment of Mr. Hearst, the individ­ 
ual. Nevertheless it is fitting and in­ 
deed a manifest duty, in connection 
with the publication of Mr. 
Bris­ 
bane's eulogy, to set down calmnly 
and dispassionately the simple facts 
respecting Hearst, the force. 
They 
are substantially as follows: As a 
journalist, though keen, enterprising 
and resourceful, he is a burning dis­ 
grace t othe craft; as a politician, 
though shrewd and at times even 
aagacious, 
he is no more scrupulous 


than the basest of thos** whom he has 
stigmatised as criminals; as a par­ 
tisan though earnest and efficient in 
appealing to the masses, he is atrai- 
tor; as an office-holder, he is pre-em­ 
inent in shameful neglect of his du­ 
ties; as an agitator, his delight con­ 
sists in reveling in the incitement of 
evil passions; as a dual personality, 
though possessed of many engaging 
qualities, he is so utterly devoid of 
character, so unsteady even in his 
own recklessness, so faithless to his 
professional ideals, so scornfully dis- 
regardful of moral responsibility, so 
addicted to detestable practices in 
efforts to gratify him ambitions, so 
sinfully persistent in 
stirring 
the 
caldron of discontent, envy and ha­ 
tred, as to be a living and glaring 
reproach to American civilization."

Alonzo Cogswell was born in West­ 
ern, Oneida county, New York, Sept. 
2 4th, 1836. In boyhood he accepted 
the Christian faith and united with 
the Methodist Episcopal church of 
which he has been a lifelong mem­ 
ber, until called to the church above. 
After receiving a common school and 
also an academic education he taught 
school in his native state, later re­ 
moving to Lowell, Mass., where, on 
April 22, 1 861, he was united in mar­ 
riage to Semira R. Shepherd. At once 
this couple came to Illinois and be­ 
gan farming in what was then 
a pi­ 
oneer country. 
In the summer of 
1 862 Mr. Cogswell felt it his duty to 
sacrifice the farming prospects which 
he had started, leave his young wife 
and answer the call to save the Un­ 
ion, He, with another brother now 
dead, enlisted at Dixon, 
111., in the 
seventy-fifth regiment Illinois volun­ 
teer infantry, Co. A., and served faith 
fully until he was discharged by rea­ 
son of illness contracted in the ser­ 
vice. Two other brothers were in New 
York regiments. Returning to civil 
life Mr. Cogswell again endeavored 
to establish a home at Nelson, 
111. 
Here they lived until 1883. Four sons 
and a daughter came to the Illinois 
home, the latter. Anna Mary, dying 
Sept. 12th, 1871. In 1883 the family 
moved to Iowa and continued farm­ 
ing. The sons leaving home as the 
years went by—in March, 189 7, Mr. 
and Mrs. Cogswell moved to the little 
home at Swaledale where on Sept. 
20, 19 06, he passed from this life to 
the life beyond. A sorrowing 
wife, 
four sons with their wives, surround­ 
ed his bedside, where, conscious to 
the last, he testified to his undying 
faith in Christ and His atonement 
and of Gratitude to God and His Son 
for goodness and mercy with which 
They had followed him through life 
Mr. Cogswell was a member and 
past commander of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. Also a member of 
the A. O. U. W. He held many offi­ 
ces of trust in the various communi­ 
ties in which he lived. Was a man of 
the strictest financial integrity and 
absolutely uncompromising in mat­ 
ters of faith and right principles as 
he understood them. Always endeav 
oring to conceal his finer and deeper 
thoughts and feelings, never a senti­ 
mentalist, it was only in his prayers 
that even those of his own family 
could understand the real soul of 
the husband and father. 
Never a 
lover of money, yet always fearing to 
contract a dept he might not be able 
to pay, he was strictly upright in his 
dealings with his fellow men. He had 
an unusual sense of fairness and jus­ 
tice and hated subterfuge and deceit. 
Besides the widow and sons, four sis­ 
ters and a brother in New- York, a 
brother in Chicago, with many neph­ 
ews, nieces and grandchildren sur­ 
vive him. 
On Sunday afternoon, Sept. 23, his 
funeral was held in the church of 
which he was a member and trustee. 
The pastor. Rev. C. E .Stevens, as­ 
sisted by Rev. John Longson of the 
Baptist church and Rev. E. L. Stev­ 
ens, an old army comrade, conducted 
the service. 
At its close his body, 
by his four sons, was tenderly laid 
to rest in Pleasant Valley cemetery.
